This suggests 
that John’s audience is very familiar with Mary, Martha, and Lazarus already, either from the synoptic 
Gospels (particularly Luke, who mentions Mary and Martha) or from having known them personally. 
Certainly, the information John relates in his Gospel parallels the information in Luke. Martha is again seen 
as the “active” sister. She gets up and hurries to Jesus when He arrives. Mary’s questions to Jesus—her 
tormented “Why?’—reflects the mind of the contemplative we have already glimpsed in Luke 10:38—41.

The thirty-year presence of Saint Lazarus on 
the episcopal throne of Citium has also been recorded by Saint Theodore the Studite (759-826), who 
reports in his catechisms: “We celebrate the anniversary of the death or rather the raising of the most 
blessed Lazarus, who, after his return from the dead, lived on for a further thirty years in accordance with the 
word of God, and served as a bishop.”
